ENGLAND'S ERRORS. 


When England imprisoned Parnell 
and Dillon and Davitt and men of a 
like stamp, agrarian ciimes increased, 
and Gladstone had to send to Parnell 
in prison and ask him to propose a 
remedy. Coercion had done its best 
and was a failure, and the government 
which had imprisoned Irish patriots 
to silence the truth had to take them 
out of prison and acknowledge its error. 
How pitiable a blunder was gagging 
these men, instead of listening to 
thym ! 

Just as England was about to begin 
right and do justice to Ireland came 
those horrible butcheries at Pheenix 
Park. Rage again teok possession of 
England. Rage against the actual 
perpetrators of the murders and all 
who aided and abetted ceuld not be 
too bitter; but rage against the inno- 
cent, against those Irish who deplored 
und shuddered at the crime, was a 
blind, brutal rage unworthy of a great 

race. Let it is that which now iospires 

a severer policy after the other had 
failed. It will fail also, just so sure as 
there is blood in men’s veins. It 
ought to fail, for it denies the Irish 
the rights of manhood. 

Let not England think that she can 
safely sweep habeas corpus, trial by 
jury, free speech and right of protest 
out of existence in Ireland. This will 
accustom the British people to look 
on at the sacrifice of the rights of 
citizenship in Ireland, and prepare it 
to accept like treatment for English- 
men. The greatness of England was 
built upon the sturdy and uncom 
promising love of personal liberty, 
which no tyranny could overthrow. 
Free speech in Parliament denied to 
the Irish; personal liberty and habeas 
corpus denied to the Irish; trial by 
jury denied to the Irish—these were 
the bulwarks of British liberty. There 
never has been a time when the 
English would consent to have them 
trampled. They beat down thrones 
and kings and chopped Mneads until 
these were put into charters and con- 
stitutions not to be tsken away. We, 

of America, brought them to this land 
and planted them here—the most 
precious of our treasures. Even the 
bloody circuit of Jeffreys did not deny 
trial by jury. The haughtiest king of 
England would not dare to deny it; 
or, at least, would not in the olden 
time, when kings were taught to know 
their place and keep it. But if English- 
men can look on and submit to the 
Russianizing of British subjects in 
Ireland, how long will it be before 
they would submit to it in England? 
To gag the Irish members in Par- 
liament wou.d be pleasant, perhaps; 
but @en the same cloture gag muzzles 
Englishmen also, then there comes a 
second thought. There will be a 
second thought also as te habeas 
corpus and trial by jury. To treat the 
Irish people as if they were Nihilists 
will only be to encourage Nihilism 
there as tyranny promotes it in Russia.

On landing, he found it to be 
the remains of a young girl, and on 
examining it closely he discovered that 
the garmenta in which it was clothed 
bore a strong resemblance to those 
worn by Miss Zoe Watkins the day she 
disappeared, a description of which he 
had read. He immediately reported 
it to the police station in Carcndelet, 
and two or three officers hastened to 
where the body laid and found that 
the clothing tallied exactly with the 
description given by the girl’s sister, 
besides ear-rin ga, a ruby fioger-ring 
and a bangle. Police headquarters in 
this city were at once notified and a 
detective instantly started for Caronde- 
let. The -giri’s parents and friends 
were also notified. The body is now 
being brought to the city and will be 
placed in the Morgue, where Mr. Wat- 
kins, her father, will view it for iden- 
tification. The body has been fully 
identified by James Martin, with 
whom the girl was stopping at the 
time of her disappearance. The 
corpse is so swollen and disfigured that 
Mr. Watkins decided he would not 
view the remains. A post mortem 
examination is now being held. There 
are no signs or marks of violence on 
the body, and sbe was not eutraged. 


A Lively Time in Congress. 
WASHINGTON, May 31. 

In the House proceedings yesterday 
the event of the day took place when 
a Readjuster from Virginia, Mr. Paul, 
rose to defend the Election Committee 
from the charge of failing to properly 
investigate a charge brought before 
them. In a short time he had occa- 
sion to use the name of Smith, who, 
he said, had been relied upon to make 
a case against the contestants. In a 
humorous, mock-heroic style he pic- 
tured the world standing still at the 
bidding of plain John Smith, who had 


proved himself the political Jumbo by 
obstructiog legistation in the House 
of Representatives. He read from the 
records of the South Carolina Legis- 
lature, showing that Smith sold his 
votes on various occasions for $600, 
$200, and $100. Dibble himself had 
renounced him and only took him 
up now. Dibble very well knew 
where to get evidence, and how to get 
it cheap. As he ed, members 
on both sides suddenly realized that 
the hitherto obscure Virginian was 
making a brilliant and interesting 
speech, and flocked around, regardless 
of politics, intent upon hearing all 
that he said.

When he included Kentucky 
in the list, Meyers, Willetts and Car- 
lisle sprang up quickly to defend their 
State. They endeavored to parry the 
blows rained upon them by the now 
thoroughly aroused Virginian; but 
met with opposition from an unex- 
yected quarter, when Representative

It looks as if the consumption of 
boxes on the Pacific Coast would con- 
tinue to increase and the manufacture 
of them become one of the greatest 
industries in the country. There is 
already a vast amount of packing 
going on, and it must increase rapidly 
for many years, for the resources of 
the coast are not one-tenth part de- 
veloped. The whole Kast is open to 
the California producer of grapes, 
apples, pears and small fruits, while 
the whole world is drawing on her for 
salmon, canned goods, borax and other 
staples. Nevada, Utah, Colorado, Wy- 
oming, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas send for greens and vegetables 
every day in the year nearly, and they 
ull have to be boxed. All this time 
great vineyards are being planted to 
grapes, the foothills are being cleared 
and orchards set out, the rivers are 


being stocked with salmon and treat, 
borax beds are being opened up in 
Nevada, soda is being shipped to San 
Francisco by the car-load, to be re- 
fined and canoed, the sugar trade is 
growing, manufactures are increasing, 
and they all are shipped in wood. 
The outlook is a grand one, and it 
should stimulate the manufacturers to 
make preparations for working cheaply 
aud to advantage. The present way 
of turning out boxes is very extrava- 
gant, not only in material but in time, 
The circular Spalding saw now used 
cut a third of an inch of the log into 
sawdust each time it goes h. 
The Hoe saw wastes one-fourth of an 
inch. Now imagine a man cutting up 
lumber to make sugar or grape boxes 
half-an-inch or less in thickness, aud 
figure on the loss. All the logs com-} 
ing into the mill cost money. It is 
probable that the average cost for logs 
delivered at the mill door is very close 
to $5 a thousand. Now 


THE BIG GANG SA. 


Running in Maine and Minnesota, 
working up and down, cutting a log 
all up at one trip, into all the way 
from ten toa hundred boards, waste 
only an eighth of an inch for each 
scarf. Now if one of the Truckee 
sawmills, cutting 40,000 a day, 
could make its waste an eighth of an 
inch instead of a third it would result 
in a saving of over 8,000 feet, worth 
over $40. That is the saviog in lum- 
ber alone of one inch boards. But 
by the present method the lumber is 
cut into inch boards and split at the 
box factory. The gang would be able 
to cut it inte half inch at the first run. 
Then it would dry quicker, thus saving 
interest and room. The gang mills 
would cut smaller trees, cut them 
faster and turn them out all ready for 
business. The | would go in a 
constant stream all day long, butting 
tight up against each other and come 
out half-inch lumber. The loss in 
sap would be less, and the sap is the 
Lest for boxes. The custom of planing 
the lumber has been stopped, as the 
boxes stand travel better when a little 
rough. They do not shuffle about so 
much in the cars while the train is in 
motion. As timber in the mountains 
is gradually growing scarcer, the idea 
of saving will grow with the magufac- 
turers and different classes of mills 
will be used for different kinds of 
work. This qill give different firms 
specialties in which they can defy 
competition, and it will reduce cost.
